The Missionary Union 


The receipts ito the treasury of the Missionary 
Union for the moath ending July 1, meluding a 


of S630 trom Josiah Liovey, of Cambridge,

amounted to $5,002 00. The total amount re- 
ceived from April L to lune 30, is $12,400 35 


So it seems that twelve thousand four hundred 
dollars constitute the receipts for the first quarter 
of the present fiseal year. At this rate only about 
fifty thousand dollars will be raised im the course 
of the year, or but a little more than one-third of 
the sum proposed by the Union at its late meeting 
at Buffalo. We know that it has been customary, 
for a few years past, to raise a large proportion of 
the annual appropriations at the very close of the 
fiseal year-—in the /atter part of the last month in 
the year. It was strongly urged at Buffalo that a 
different policy should be pursued in future, and 
that efiurts should be made to secure a larger 
share of the contributions at the commencement in- 
stead of the close of the year. The demands upon 
the Board to meet the current expenses of the 
missions are such as to require the immediate adop- 
tion of this measure. ‘Twenty missionaries have 
just sailed for their respective fields of labor on 
the other side of the globe ; and a very large in 
crease in the expenses of the Board must be the 
consequence. But how is this extra expense to 
be met’ Not by the receipt of four thousand dol- 
lars a month, certainly. The expense of sustain- 
ing our Foreign missions the present year cannot 
fall much short of ten thousand dollars a month,— 
Willi the churches sustain the Board in this in- 
creased expenditure? Most undoubtedly it is 
their duty to do so. By the action of the Union 
at Buffalo they were urged and encouraged, if not 
directed, to enlarge their expenses, by reinforcing 
the missionary stations, &e. The report of the 
meeting is not before us, but we recollect distinct- 
ly that resolutions were adopted urging the above 
policy. The missionaries have been sent; and 
we believe that every Baptist within the limits of 
the Union will approve of the action of the Board 
in this movement ; the only regret that will be felt 
will be becaose more missionaries were not sent 
outwith them. The fields already occupied are 
all white for the harvest, and only require laborers 
to thrust in the sickle and reap; but it has been 
found impossible to supply all these fields with la- 
borers; and some, perhaps all of them, must suffer 
the consequences of this neglect. Who is respon- 
sible for all this? Not the Executive Committee 
at Boston; that Committee may have erred in se- 
lecting the fields of labor for the new missionaries. 
We are not prepared to decide this question, but 
of one thing we are confident, every missionary is 
needed in the respective field to which he has 
been destined ; and the question comes back to 
the churches, Shall our missionary operations be 
sustained? One hundred and twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars will be wanted during the present fis- 
cal year to sustain them. This may look like a 
large sum to be raised in one year, but when the 
fact is taken into consideration that there are some 
three hundred and fifty thousand Baptist communi- 
cants within the bounds of the Union, it will be 
seen that the proportion of each sinks into com- 
parative insignificance. 

But it is jast here that a difficulty arises, It i 
a well known fact that many of the small church= 
es do not contribute anything for Foreign missi 
under the plea that they are too poor to make a life

member by raising one hundred @ollares, and ve 
have pretty good reuson to suspect that & 
churéhes avail themselves of this plea, when the 
truth is that a much larger sum might be raised 
annually, if they only had a disposition to do w= 
But we regard this argument of churches refusing 
to contribute for the reason above stated, as whol- 
ly groundless, Suppose a church is not able to 
make a life member of the Union by the payment 
of one hundred dollars, does this constitute a suf- 
ficient excuse for doing nothing? For suffering 
our missionary stations to lie waste for want of 
nid? We think not. It is a plea of mere selfish- 
ness ; there is not the least particle of charily or 
brotherly kindness in it. The cause of missions 
demands its offerings from all “ according to their 
several abilities,” whether that offering be but 
“two mites,” or a sum large enough to purchase @ 
life membership in the Missionary Union. 

There is stil] another objection urged by some 
as a reason for not contributing to the Missionary 
Union. ‘This is the plan on which the Union is 
organized. We have neither the time nor the 
room to go into an examination of the principles 
on which the Union is based. The subject has 


already been pretty thoroughly discussed on the 
negative side of the question by a correspondent ; 
and should some other correspondent offer his ser- 
vices for the discussion of the other side, our col- 
umns will be opened to him, We think that im- 
provements may be made in that organization, and 
believe that they will be made when it comes to 
be fully understood by the denomination. Just at 
present there is a more important question before 
us. ‘Twenty missionaries have just sailed for for- 
eign fields, and incrcased contributions are need- 
ed to supply their wants. Let this matter be first 
attended to, and let reforms in the organization of 
the Union follow, if they are needed.

The Metropolitan Press. 

The Press is an instrument of power. In its re- 
lation to the popular mind it is almost omnipotent. 
It can manufacture public sentiment at pleasure, 
and annihilate tat will, [t can mould the opinions 
of men, and shape the action of society to its own 
conceptions of duty or expediency. ‘I'he masses 
seldom pause to investigate assertions ; to weigh 
arguments, or to balance conclusions. ‘The politi- 
cal world is aware of this and uses the Press ac- 
cordingly. Each party must have its press-—and 
it must be a partisan press—exclusively whig, or 
exclusively democratic. It must speak, not a lan- 
guage of its own, but the language of the party— 
not the language of the ation, but the language 
of a clique—not the language of the people, but of 
political confederacies claiming to represent the 
people. Nor is this true of the secular press alone 

-~would that it were. But the religious press oc- 
cupies a similar position, and with some honorable 
exceptions, lends or sella itself a similar work. 

The spirit of party rages with scarcely less of 
violence in the rcligious than in the political world, 
and must be sustained essentially by the same in- 
strumentalities. 

Kack denomination must have a press, and each 
division of the same denomination its presses 
pledged, sworn to its peculiar, exclusive interests. 

Metropolitanism must create or bring to its ser- 
vice a Metropolitan Press—one which will advo- 
cate its measures, urge its claims, and eloquently 
commend it to the coifidence of the people ; apol- 
ogize for its defects and pass silently over its sins. 
in case of any threatened agitation or change of 
feeling touching the polity of our religious organ- 
izations and especially in view of an approaching 
crisis—the power of every press is carefully weigh- 
ed; the extent of its influence determined, and the 
service of all, especially those of an extended cir- 
culation, sought if not secured. 

How mnch can we calculate upon the * * * *

Are 
questions of frequent recurrence with our Metropo- 
litan agencies, 

We speak not unadvisedly ; nor is it strange that 
jt should be so. We see nothing especially blama- 
ble in this. Aware of the all controlling power of 
the press, it were but natural that a polity that 
needs to be sustained, and measures that need to 
be advocated, should seek its power and attempt to 
control its influence. It was a manifest over- 
sight in the projectors of the new translation scheme 
that they did not calculate better upon the extent 
and power of the Metropolitan Press; strange that 
men of such noted generalship should have been so 
short-sighted. Perhaps they felt secure, from the 
severe rebuke administered to a country journal by 
a city paper, for presuming to utter a word of early 
remonstrance. Verily the pupils have become wiser 
than their teachers—they beat them half in this mat- 
ter! The Bostonians would never have suffer- 
ed such a defeat ! ‘The Metropolitanism of the East 


the West. The one is in its youth and vigor, the 
other in its dotage ; but really children ought not to 
reciprocate the many special kindnesses of a faithful, 
honorable parentage, with such ingratitude and 
open hostility! They ought in all good faith to 
have come to the rescue; butalas! this is an un- 
grateful world. Nothing would have been easier 
than to have carried the denomination upon this 
question could the Metropolitan press have been 
subsidized to the work ; but with such a power ar- 
rayed against it how could it hope to succeed» 
whether right or wrong, so long as the press frown 
ed upon it? We only allude to this as an illustra- 
tion of the all commanding position and power of 
our larger and more popular journals, whether for 
good or evil. 

If from any combination of circumstances, wheth- 
er from personal influence—moral and _ religious 
worth ; the benevolence of the cause which they 
represent ; men secure the favor or even the si- 

lence of the Metropolitan press, why then they 

in safety calculate upon the successful issue of 
their favorite plans. And we ask if there is no 

danger, lest this high and responsible power, es- 

pecially under the pleadings of charity and benevo- 

lence—the feer of giving offence to men of official 

standing or of injaring a good cause by calling in 

question the propriety of their doings, should almost 

unconsciously become auxiliary to unfortunate, 

unwise, not to say criminal administrations. 

How often in the history of the church have the 

interests of truth been sacrificed. A superficial 

charity—a tame subjection to names—to authority 

to men—an extreme regard to present utility and

Bell Ringing. 

By common consent the churches in this city 
have been accustomed for years to commence 
their afternoon services at a quarter past 3 o’clock. 
The bells are rung fifteen minutes, commencing 
at 3. We regret to state that there is a single ex- 
ception to this rule, and that this exception proves 
a very serious annoyance to several churches in 
the neighborhood, St. John’s church, for reasons 
best known to themselves, have selected the hour 
of 4 o'clock for commencing service in the after- 
noon, and their bell is rung for a full quarter of an 
hour previous to that time. There are two chureh- 
es in the immediate vicinity of St. John’s—the 
Center and the South Baptist. ‘To these church- 
es the sound of that bell is exceedingly annoying. 
From tb necessity of the case, they are compell- 
ed to sit with open windows in this oppressively 
warm weather, and as a consequence of the ring- 
ing of St. John’s bell,a pretty good share of the 
sermon is lost tothe hearers, the preacher's voice 
being completely drowned by its sounds. We 
would suggest to our neighbors the propriety of 
commencing their services an hour earlier, or 
half an hour later. Christian courtesy demands 
this.

Third Baptist Church, Stonington. 

Our readers generallr are aware that a small 
Baptist church, composed of colored persons, wag 
organized in Stonington some four years ago. ‘There 
were only eight constituent members. Under the 
pastoral care of the Rev. L. Black, the number has 
increased to twenty-eight. ‘There are forty-two 
families in the parish, and seventy-nine children, 
They have an interesting Sabbath School and a 
juvenile missionary society. ‘The pastor is anxious 
to train these children in the path of rectitude 
and religion. 

We gather the above facts from a letter just 
received from the pastor, and also learn that there 
is asmall debt resting on the church which be- 
comes due the first of September. He is about to 
visit some of ihe churches in this state for the pur- 
pose of soliciting funds to pay the debt, and hopes 
to meet with a cordial reception. 

The church has received some assistance from 
the Convention, but not enough to relieve them of 
their embarrasnment; nor could it be expected 
that they should receive a very considerable sum 
from this source, as the convention funds are nec- 
essarily divided, to meet the pressing claims of des- 
situte places in various sections of the state ; and 
when the convention has done all thet it can do in 
the way of making appropriations to feeble ehurch- 
es, many are left reluctantly to take care of 
themselves as best they can. We hope the 
Third Church in Stonington will meet with such 
encouragement as will enable them to discharge 
their liabilities, and to enlarge their place of wor- 
ship, for we learn that it is too small to accomodate 
their increasing congregation.

Tue Anapaprists aNp THE Reromation.— 
“The Anabaptists of Germany, who rejected infant 
baptism and insisted upon the necessity of immer- 
sion, did more to binder the Reformation and bring 
it into contempt, than even its worst enemies. We 
mention this fact, not for the purpose of throwing 
odium upon the Baptists, bat as showing that Anti- 
Pedobaptists were the greatest enemies of the 
Reformation, that whilst professing to aim at the 
greatest purity in the Church, they were its great- 
est corruptors.”—Pres. of the West.
